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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over US Patent No. 
5,725,21 1 to Blanchard et al. 

Blanchard discloses a method of registering a sheet of a copy medium in a duplex 
reproduction machine (Col. 1, lines 7-10) to alleviate the misalignment between the respective 
images copied on the front and back of said particular sheet, said method comprising: 

• measuring the error angle of skew (Col. 8, lines 48 et seq.) between a registration target 
angle and the leading edge of said sheet during a first pass before a first image is reproduced on 
said front of said sheet; and 

• adjusting said registration target angle for said sheet during a second pass (Col. 9, lines 
3 et seq.) to compensate for said error angle of skew wherein any misalignment between said 
first image and a second image to be reproduced on the back of said sheet is alleviated. 

While Blanchard discloses using the leading edge of the sheet (instead of trailing edge as 
claimed by applicant) during the first pass to align the sheet, it would be obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art that the trailing edge could be measured and used, since the leading edge 
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and the trailing edge will be at the same angle anyway. Further, there is motivation to use the 
trailing edge since Blanchard discloses using the trailing edge sensors during the duplex mode. 

In regard to claims 2 and 3, Blanchard doesn't specifically disclose that the target angle is 
90°. However, it is well known in the art that 90° is the angle used relative to deskewing (See 
e.g. Fig. 8). 

In regard to claim 4, Blanchard discloses two pairs of sensors (82-85) which are located 
near (See Fig. 2) the top and bottom of the sheet which sense a trailing edge of said sheet (Col. 6, 
lines 29 et seq.) as said sheet passes over the sensors. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 5 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

Claims 6-9 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: Claim 6 requires the limitation of measuring an angle of skew of the trailing edge 
during a first pass through^ a duplex printing system, storing a signal representative of the angle 
of skew, retrieving the signal when the sheet is fed for the second pass and setting a new 
registration target angle which compensates for the skew angle during the second pass. This 
feature is not disclosed or suggested by the prior art of record.
